He 
secured a recording contract 
with the Decca label and had 
his first hit with Marcheta in 
June 1961; it spent 20 weeks in 
the charts and reached 
number eight Its success was 
matched by that of Mexicali 
Rose, released in October, and 
then surpassed, in January 
1962, by Wimoweh.

Paul Hancock, Professor ûf 
Neotectonics af the 
University of Bristol, died of 
ancer on December 9 ağêd 
61. He was born on 
Mardi 26, 1931. 


PALL HANCOCK was an 
international authority on ac- 
tite fart zones and the mOve- 
ments that result from earth- 
quakes. He was anı expert in 
artkaeoseismology, the analy- 
sis of earth movements from 
eviderke of damage to archaeo- 
fogizai sites, partculariy in the 
classical world. He was on the 
staff of the Bristol geology 
rıment for 30 years. 
lui Lewis Hancock was 
edhicied a1 Sheen Grammar 
School. Landon, and Durham 
University. where he graduat- 
ed with a first in geology in 
; 1959. His docturat research, on 
the srruttural çeology of the 
Oriciton anticline in Pembro- 
keshire, was also carried oui 
at Durham. under the direc- 
tian of Professor Martin BOIL. 
and was completed in 1942. 
Hancack then spent fwo 
years as a research fellow in 
Cambridge, before taking lec- 
turing posis in Nottingham 
angj a! Srwathdlyde University. 
In 1966 he joined the geology 
deparınent of Bristol Univer- 
siîy. where he was to remain 
amd u here, three years ago, he
